Renovations  greet 
returning  students

Fitchburg  State  College  has  always 
been  "a  real  gem  in  the  city  of  Fitch- 
burg," according  to  President  Robert 
Antonucci.  And  if  the  setting  seems 
even  better  this  fall,  it's  the  result  of  an 
$8  million  expansion  project  that  took 
place  this  summer  and  will  continue 
into  the  future. 

With  funding  from  sources  includ- 
ing student  fees  and  state  allow- 
ances, tangible  improvements  have 
been  made  across  the  campus.  These 
include  expansion  of  the  Ross  Street 
parking  lot,  physical  restorations  both 
within  and  outside  of  the  Hammond 
Campus  Center,  and  additional  stu- 
dent housing  added  via  the  purchase 
of  185  North  St. 

These  alterations  to  the  campus, 
spearheaded  by  the  Strategic  Plan- 
ning Initiative,  are  merely  the  begin- 
ning. 

"This  is  the  largest  volume  of  con- 
struction going  on  in  the  recent  his- 
tory of  the  college,"  said  Jay  Bry,  assis- 
tant vice  president  for  administration 
at  FSC.  "Our  goal  is  to  keep  that  pace 
up  for  several  years,  with  an  emphasis 
on  the  academic  environment  and 
the  student  environment." 

As  of  now,  such  improvements 
related  to  student  life  include  a  com- 
plete overhaul  of  Hammond's  Under- 
ground Pub,  extensive  landscaping, 
and  the  hiring  of  several  new  faculty 
members  for  the  fall  semester. 

Also  underway,  according  to  Bry: 
dozens  of  other  projects  including 
classroom  upgrades,  construction  of 
a  new  IT  Center,  renovation  of  Miller 
Oval,  security  improvements,  and 
exterior  lighting  upgrades. 

In  addition,  according  to  Bry, 
several  North  Street  properties  now 
owned  by  the  college  will  be  demol- 
ished to  allow  for  additional  green

With  renovations,  FSC  builds  on  success 
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space  and  parking.  The  new  retaining 
wall  in  front  of  Russell  Towers  has 
been  completed,  while  across  the  street 
retaining  walls  are  being  replaced  to 
accommodate  the  new  vehicle  pull-off 
sections  that  will  be  part  of  next  year's 
Phase  III  North  Street  Project. 

For  returning  students,  the  addition 
of  50  parking  spaces  to  the  Ross  Street 
lot  will  certainly  make  life  easier  this 
fall.  The  new  spaces,  built  on  land  pur- 
chased by  the  school  for  this  purpose, 
have  made  it  possible  to  change  the 
configuration  of  lots  used  for  com- 
muter students,  resident  students,  staff 
and  faculty. 

"Finding  the  balance  between  fac- 
ulty, staff,  commuter  student  parking, 
and  residential  parking  depended  upon 
which  lots  expanded  with  the  new 
growth,"  Bry  explained.  "We  needed 
to  reallocate  those  spaces  around  in 
order  to  keep  the  ration  in  the  correct 
order." 

The  lot  shifts  won't  affect  fresh- 
men who  live  on  campus,  however 
-  all  residential  freshmen  students  are 
now  required  to  park  in  the  Wallace 
Civic  Center  parking  lot. 

Once  students  have  dismounted 
from  their  steel  chariots  after  the  jour- 
ney to  FSC,  many  will  make  their  new 
home  in  Aubuchon  Hall,  Russell  Tow- 
ers, and  Herlihy  Hall.  Others  will  opt 
for  the  suite-style  living  of  Mara  Vil- 
lage, the  Townhouses,  and  the  Cedar 
Street  House. 

A  select  few,  however,  will  make 


themselves  at  home  in  the  college's 
new  North  Street  Apartments,  which 
were  purchased  by  FSC  and  extensive- 
ly renovated  before  being  converted 
into  apartment-style  student  housing 
for  the  2007-2008  school  year.  These 
apartments  allow  students  to  experi- 
ence off-campus-style  living  without 
giving  up  the  benefits  and  protections 
of  student  housing. 

Students  seem  to  agree  that  it's  a 
good  concept.  "I  think  a  lot  of  students 
are  going  to  like  those  apartments," 
said  Carl  Osborne,  a  senior  at  FSC. 
"It's  like  you're  living  in  an  apartment 
but  you're  still  associated  and  affili- 
ated with  the  school." 

While  the  North  Street  Apartments 
help  satisfy  FSC's  current  housing 
needs,  Bry  said  their  use  may  be  tem- 
porary. "We  don't  know  if  that  prop- 
erty will  stay  housing,  long-term,"  Bry 
said.  "It's  to  take  some  of  the  pressure 
off  the  resident  halls  until  we  complete 
the  new  construction  in  Mara  Vil- 
lage. We're  working  with  the  building 
authority  right  now  to  finalize  plans  to 
add  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood 
of  about  125  more  beds  within  one  or 
two  additional  buildings  to  the  Mara 
Village  complex." 

Construction  of  the  new  Mara  Vil- 
lage buildings  won't  begin  until  some- 
time during  the  spring  of  2008,  Bry 
said.  "Much  of  the  heavy  construction 
will  take  place  during  the  summer,"  he 
added.  "It's  scheduled  to  open  by  the 
fall  of  2009." 

Although  it's  still  in  the  initial  phases 
of  development,  students  have  had 
positive  reactions  to  the  Mara  plan.  "I 
think  it's  good,"  said  senior  Marissa 


Torres.  "I  lived  in  Mara  Village  for 
three  years.  I  liked  that  it  was  kind  of 
away  from  campus;  it  gave  you  a  little 
more  privacy  and  you  could  also  get 
away  from  the  more  hectic  and  bigger 
halls  like  Russell  and  Aubuchon." 

Virtually  all  the  buildings  on  cam- 
pus will  be  undergoing  some  form  of 
change  under  the  shadow  of  all  the 
construction.  As  of  now,  the  Ham- 
mond Campus  Center,  which  houses 
the  library,  Commuter  Cafe,  Student 
Government  Association  offices,  and 
-  to  a  certain  extent  -  the  beating  heart 
of  the  school  itself,  has  seen  some  of 
the  most  dramatic  improvements.  For 
starters,  the  brick  facade  on  the  out- 
side of  the  building  has  been  replaced; 
this  massive  project  was  undertaken 
not  only  to  improve  the  aesthetics,  but 
to  also  remedy  several  potential  safety 
hazards.  Additionally,  new  windows 
have  been  added  to  the  third  floor. 

Inside  Hammond,  several  proj- 
ects to  enhance  student  life  at  FSC 
have  come  to  fruition.  The  Hammond 
Lounge  has  been  expanded  with  new 
carpeting  and  furniture  to  create  a 
living-room  atmosphere  conducive  to 
conversation  among  students,  faculty 
and  staff. 

The  Underground,  the  student-run 
pub  located  on  a  basement  floor  in 
Hammond,  has  practically  been  given 
a  second  life.  Improvements  include  a 
raised  ceiling,  new  sprinkler  system, 
new  lighting  system,  updated  sound 
system,  and  even  a  TV  that  drops  from 
the  ceiling.  "The  Underground  will 
become  the  primary  entertainment 
venue  for  student  events,"  Bry  said. 


Even  more  important  to  student 
life,  however,  is  the  quality  of  aca- 
demic programs  at  FSC.  To  this  end, 
14  new  faculty  members  have  been 
hired  across  the  departments.  Notable 
faculty  increases  have  occurred  within 
the  Education  major,  with  a  whopping 
four  new  members. 

The  Communications  Media  major 
will  also  benefit  this  fall  with  hiring 
of  two  new  female  faculty  members. 
This  is  significant,  according  to  Shir- 
ley Wagner,  associate  vice  president 
of  Academic  Affairs,  because  it  can 
"make  a  big  difference  in  attracting 
women  to  the  major." 

Wagner  explained,  "Communica- 
tions Media  is  one  of  those  majors 
that,  throughout  the  country,  is  pre- 
dominantly male  dominated.  So  it's 
important  that  you  have  female  faculty 
to  attract  more  female  students  to  the 
major." 

Besides  new  faculty  to  greet,  stu- 
dents can  also  look  forward  to  the  con- 
struction of  new  science  buildings  that 
will  not  replace  Condike,  but  instead 
expand  into  a  whole  new  structure.  "At 
this  point,"  Bry  said,  "the  study  has 
come  out  that  it  is  to  be  a  renovation 
of  the  existing  science  building,  but 
adding  about  75,000  square  feet." 

This  past  summer  season  has  cer- 
tainly been  one  of  positive  change 
throughout  FSC.  As  Bry  said,  "Knock 
on  wood,  everything  has  been  on  track 
and  continues  to  be  on  track.  We've 
had  no  major  delays  or  surprises  this 
year."

Marketing  students  get  real-world  experience 


When  North  Middlesex  Regional 
High  School  needed  to  create  a 
marketing  plan  this  spring,  the 
school's  leaders  turned  to  Fitchburg 
State  College's  communications  media 
department,  which  has  helped  such 
clients  as  Lockheed  Martin  and  the 
Human  Capital  Education  Corp. 

During  the  spring  2007  semester, 
22  students,  advised  by  Associate 
Professor  Rob  Carr,  tackled  the  North 


Middlesex  project,  working  with 
Principal  Richard  Manley,  students, 
staff  and  parents. 

The  Fitchburg  State  group  was 
recruited  to  create  a  promotional 
campaign  about  the  benefits  of 
attending  North  Middlesex,  which 
has  lost  some  students  to  the 
Massachusetts  school  choice  plan  in 
recent  years. 


"We  wanted  them  to  tell  our  story 
to  the  public,"  Manley  said. 

Carr  and  his  students  conducted 
interviews,  shot  photography  and 
took  hours  of  video.  They  created  a 
redesign  of  school  logos,  brochures 
and  newsletters.  They  wrote  feature 
stories  for  submission  to  local 
newspapers.  The  team  also  produced  a 
video  that  showcases  North  Middlesex 
and  its  students. 


"They  had  a  working  theme 
for  their  production:  The  Everyday 
Extraordinary.  The  students  came  in 
and  saw  the  small  things  that  gave 
students  the  extraordinary  learning 
experience,"  Manley  said.  The  team 
presented  the  video  and  print  pieces 
to  the  School  Improvement  Council, 
which  includes  employees,  parents, 
community  members.
